Beating The 
. Submarine 


London, March 22, 

In the debate on the Navy Esti- 
mates on Monday last it was again 
emphasised that it was the unani- 
{mous view of serving naval 

cpinion, both in this country and 
abroad, that‘ capital ships remain- 
ed essential to modern fléets. The 
reasons were given, and need not 
be repeated here. At the same 
time, Britain would prefer to see 
their size, and the calibre of their 
guns, drastically reduced on the 
score, of economy. Nevertheless, so 
long as other Powers possess sapi- 
tal ships; ours must be. strong 
enough to engage, them’ on equal 
terms... ‘ 

Though increased size involves 
extra expense at the rate of about 
£220 a ton; it is a fallacy to be- 
Neve -thut it méans additional, 
| vulnerability. Other things being 
equal, a larger ship can carry more 
protection in the shape of.armour 
and internal sub-division against 
gunfire torpedoes, minca and 
bombs. 7 

The evolution In destgn during 
the past half-century has not been 


haphazard. It is the result of the. 


struggle that has constantly been 
In progress between the gun’ and 
the ship, the torpedo and the ship, 
and, more recently, aircraft and 
ship. EAch one of these new tac- 
tors has been met by its antidote, 
with tne result that the design of 
vessel has materially altered as 
means have been found to counter 
the latest menace to her existence. 
With the advent of every new 
weapon, however. its: enthusiastic 
supporters have predicted the 
speedy disappearance of*large ves- 
: sels-of-war, .In no case has their 
‘opinion been justified by facts." 
| ANTI-SUBMARINE MEASURES 
It is obviously contrary to the 
; public tnterest that detalls of the 
Navy's latest developments in wea- 
; pons, anc measures for, and 
methods of, “detencé, should be 
broadcast. Here’ it suitices to say 
that the anti-submarine devices 
and weapons with which the Navy 


described in the House on Monday 
as being “almost fool-proof,” have 
developed beyond all : recognition 
since 1918, and most effective. 
Submarines are no longer the 
menace they were during the War, 
though ‘numbers of destroyers are 
still needed for anti-submarine 
duties with the Main Fleet o? capi- 
tal ships.. “A still larger" force of 
older destroyers, sloops and ‘other 
small: craft is required for what 
may be called inshore escort work 
when all mercantile traffic has to 
be run under a convoy system. 
BOMBS AND BATTLESHIPS 
Aircraft bombs are not really 
new weapons. They may be liken- 
ed to projectiles fred at long range 
and descending: almost vertically, 
against which modern capital 
ships must be adequately protect- 
| ed. As to the effect of bombs that 
do. hit, Lord Monsell, speaking in 
, the House of Lords on February 11,

EDUCATION BY: RADIO 


Is the radio recelver to be re- 
garded’ as‘ normal part of the 
equipment of every school, as was 
recently suggested by the UlLs- 


‘| water Committee on Broadcasting, 


or ‘fs it inadvisable to discourage 
the individual teacher by thus lay- 
ing on education, as it were, from 
the main? The pros and cons, as 
announced, are to be argued out 
shortly by the National Union of 
Teachers, and the dangers of an 
educational: “dictatorship” by the 
B.B.C. will be examined. Some of 
the more -old-fashioned school- 
masters, including men of notable 
gifts. as individpal teachers, are 
known to object to the introduc- 
tion of the, radio, into schools on 
general grounds. Standardised 
“talks,” they feel, are a bad sube- 
titute for the lesson designed to 
interest a classroom of children 
whose minds ore known to the 
teacher and call upen ‘his per- 
sonality. 

Broadcasts to schools, however, 
are extremely unlikely to be used 


} uniformly. as substitutes, for per- 


sonal ‘teaching. Equally , tllusory 
would seem the assumption that 
information is always best “read 
up” instead of acquired through 
the ear simply because reading re- 
quires more “work.” After all, 
the radio 1s training the child to 
be an‘adult listener as well as an 
adult reader, and he or shé will 
later hear much that reading will 
not offer. Even.at the school age 
in’ country areas, where even 
county Ilbraries are somewhat’ 
limited, ‘nelther teacher nor child 
may find it altogether easy to 
cover the same ground as‘the radio 
from books.

Coroner, at the close of the 
inquest yesterday afternoon on the 
body of Mr,.E, G, Berrien, who was 
found dead in his apartment at 
651 Wethatwe! Road at 7.30 p.m. 
on Wednesday. The evidence at 
the inquest included..a letter left 
by the deceased and addressed to 
Mr. A. Bassett, a director of thé 
Yee Tsoong Tobacco Distributors, 
Ltd., with "which Mr, Berrien was 
connected, and in which he sald 
that he was afraid of losing his 
mind., The examination of wit- 


| nesses was conducted by Mr, Fel- 


than Watson, the U.S, District 
Attorney. 


Dr. W. H. Gardiner, who certified 
the cause of the deceased's death, 
‘said he had known Mr. Berrien for 
21 years. He had examined him 
medically twice recently, as Mr.. 
Berrien thought he was suffering 
from a cold; ‘in neither instance 
had any, symptoms been found, 
They never spoke seriously about 
the. trouble, and Mr. Berrien did 
not appear to be despondent at all, 
There were no signs of any disease 
from which he could not hope to 
recover, but !t was Dr. Gardiner’s 


| opinion deceased took his own life, 


Det.-Serg. J. H Ware, who visit- 
ed the apartment as a result of 
a telephone call, spoke of the dis- 
covery of the Colt .45 automatic 
pistol and of 108 rounds of am- 
munition in a chair nearby.

London County Council and the 
Middlesex County Councll, The 
proposal in the former cave would 
lead to the creation of a new air- 
port near Ilford. The other would 
transfers Heston airport from pri- 
vate to public ownership Both 
projects arise from the nerd to 
provide for. the growth of com- 
mercial flying. and to reduce the 
time spenc in getting passengers 
and mails from London to the alr- 
The position at Heston has be~ 
come urgent because a new demand 
for buliding land in the neigh- 
bourhood of the aerodrome. has. 
arisen, The" present owners of 
Heston are not in a position to 
develop land they have held for 
subsequent extensions, and are 
faced-with the possibility of realiz~ 
Ing its value unless it should be 
held desirable jn the public in- 
terest to include it in a scheme for 
turning this airport into a more 
vital, link jn the communications 
chain.
